The finale was made up of

- 01/29/2019 - Former Starbucks 
CEO roasted over 2020 plan 

- The former chief executive of 
Starbucks, democrat Howard 
Schultz has been considering’ 
running a presidential campaign 
in 2020 

- There has been a backlash for his 
idea of beginning an independent 
campaign, calling it a Vanity 
project’ for the billionaire 

- The democratic party have 
declared that such an action would 
only help republican candidate 
Donald Trump by taking votes 
away from an opposing democratic 


candidate 

- Others oppose Schultz’s intentions, 
saying that another successful 
businessperson is too similar to 
our current president, and that a 
‘Starbucks boycott’ may follow 

- 01/31/2019 - Polar vortex brings 
deadly cold snap to US 

- Cities in the US Midwest are 
essentially shut down by the cold, 
most notably Chicago, IL 

- Millions of people across the 
country are being affected by 
temperatures as low as -30°F 

- Over 20 people have been killed by 
the cold snap due to hypothermia 


and accidents due to the lowering 
temperatures 

- The cold has been affecting postal 
services, railway and transportation 
methods, and has shut down 
hundreds of schools and campuses 
across the Midwest and east coast 
-01/30/2019- North Korea regime 
to keep nuclear weapons 

- Opposed to the hopes of the 
Trump administration, a new US 
intelligence report declares that 
North Korea will not reduce its 
nuclear weapons 

The ‘Worldwide Threat 
Assessment Report’ has found that 
Iran is not making nuclear weapons, 
but there are possible cyber threats 
out of China and Russia for the 
approaching US 2020 election 

- Last June, president Trump met 
with North Korea’s leader, Kim 


Jong-un to discuss nuclearization 
and the situation was declared

- 02/2/2019 - Venezuela opposition 
supporters host nationwide rallies 

- More than 20 countries have 
recognized opposition leader Juan 
Guaido as interim president, 
including the US. 

- Both Guaido and his opposition, 
Nicolas Maduro, have been vying 
for control, both politically and 
militarily 

- Crowds of supporters for both 
candidates took to the streets, some 
calling for Maduro’s resignation and 
others protest the ‘seizing of power’ 
from Guaido 

- Guaido was quoted for encouraging 
participants: “Let’s keep protesting,” 
he told a crowd of students, doctors 
and nurses: “Let’s keep taking the 


streets.” 

- 02/2/2019 - Russia follows US 
in suspending pact 

- On Feb. 1, the US formally 
announced it was suspending its 
obligations under the Cold War- 
era Intermediate-Range Nuclear 
Forces Treaty (INF) 

- Russia has also backed out of the 
treaty, and President Vladimir 
Putin said Russia would start 
developing new missiles 

- Signed in 1987 by the US and 
USSR, it banned the use of short 
and medium-range missiles by 
both countries 

- Putin said Moscow would not 
get dragged into an expensive 
arms race, and would not deploy 
short- and medium-range 
missiles unless US weapons were 
deployed first

The choral groups of Mansfield’s 
Music Department conducted 
their Annual Holiday Concert at 
the beginning of December, and 
it was the final event of the fall 
semester. 

The concert was recorded for a 
broadcast on various Blue Ridge 
networks in the Mansfield-Elmira 
area. It comprised of several pieces 
performed by each ensemble, 
including ‘Praise His Holy Name’ 
from the Steadman, and ‘Glory 


to God in the Highest’ from the 
Concert Choir. The finale, ‘The 
Dream Isaiah Saw,’ performed by 
the combination of the Festival and 
Concert Choirs, who surrounded 
the audience to draw the audience 
into the concert’s conclusion. 

Peggy Dettwiler, the director 
of Mansfield choral activities, 
acknowledged graduating members 
of the Festival and Concert Choirs, 
and honored their contributions to 
the music program over the years. 
The choruses were accompanied by

Chloe Higgins, Cole Ramsey, 
and Devon Lawson performed 
their senior instrumental recitals in 
December. 

Higgins’ violin performance 
comprised of four pieces, including 
‘Sonata in A Major’ by Johannes 
Brahms. Three of the pieces were 
accompanied by Madeline Hoover 
on piano. 

Ramsey performed a variety of 
percussion songs for his set, and 


incorporated drums, piano, and even 
some electronic-created melodies. 
He was joined by instrumental 
accompanists a student jazz group, 
Spaghetti Dinner, for ‘Maiden 
Voyage’ by Herbie Hancock, and 
Sean Andres and Joshua Johnson 
for other songs. 

Lawson performed three cello 
pieces, including ‘Cello Suite No.

The event 
exhibited original compositions 
from five members: Django 
Klumpp, Joel Poritsky, Mars Shields, 
Chelsea Wagner, and Sean Andres.

Mansfield University’s Presidential 
search committee, with an 
endorsement from the State System 
Chancellor’s office, has begun 
the search for the university’s 
next President. The committee, 
which is chaired by trustee Karen 
Russell, held their first meeting on 
September 27, 2018 to discuss the 
vacancy. 

The search was led by RPA Inc., 
a Williamsport, PA-based firm 
specializing in higher education 
executive searches for 30 years. 
Consultants Dana Cohick and 
Richard Allen guided the process. 
RPA also held an open forum with 
MU employees on September 27. 

Between October and the end 
of the new year, networking and 
recruitment of candidates will take 
place. Candidates will then be on 
campus for interviews from January 
to March, with the finalist candidate 
sent to the Board of Governors for 
final approval later in the Spring. 

Students and staff are invited to 
meet with Dr. Charles E. Patterson, 
presidential candidate, on Tuesday, 
February 3. Dr. Patterson’s 
Curriculum Vitae is now available 
on the Presidential Search website

Ken llgunas speaks on "Trespassing Across America"

Writer and park ranger Ken llgunas 
visited Mansfield University on 
Thursday, February 14, 2019. 

He spoke in Allen Hall about 
his experiences of paying off 
student debt, hiking across the 
country, and how he turned 
those experiences into books. 
His presentation, complete with 
slides of pictures from his travels, 
lasted forty minutes. He then took 
questions from the audience. He 
also spoke with the Professional 
Writing, Journalism, and Outdoor 
Recreation classes about his 
experiences and their applications 
to the classes. His visit was 
sponsored by the Honors Program, 
the Institute for Science and the 
Environment, and the Department 
of English and World Languages. 

llgunas graduated from SUNY 
Buffalo with degrees in History 
and English, as well as a substantial 


amount of student debt. He had 
experience working at his college’s 
newspaper but struggled to find a 
job in journalism. Eventually, he 
found a job working in the kitchen 
of an oil processing operation in 
Alaska, and worked towards paying 
back his loans. 

Once he had paid off his debt, 
he went back to college at Duke 
University for a master’s degree in 
Liberal Arts. To avoid going into 
debt again, he lived in a van in the 
campus parking lot in secret. His 
combined experiences of dealing 
with student debt and living in a 
van were the premise for his first 
book, Walden on Wheels. llgunas 
noted that, at the time when he 
wrote this book, not many people 
were talking about student debt, 
stating that there were thirty-six 
million student debtors and not 
one book about that. 

Following graduation, llgunas 
decided to walk the path of the 


proposed Keystone XL pipeline, 
which stretched from Canada to 
Texas, with nothing but what he 
could fit in a backpack. This hike 
took him across numerous states, 
the Great Plains, and many pieces 
of privately-owned land. His 
experiences resulted in a second 
book, Trespassing Across America. 

His journey gave him a voice 
on the topic of the right of private 
property and the rights of property 
owners to keep people from walking 
across their land, or to prevent 
people from using their land for 
recreational purposes. His hike also 
gave him the opportunity to discuss 
the effects that the pipeline might 
have on the environment with the 
people whose land it would pass 
through, which gave him another 
voice on the topic of preserving 
nature in the face of a nation that 
favors economic growth. 

When asked if he would make 
different choices if he could go 


back to a time before college and 
debt, llgunas stated, “I’m happy 
I went through it,” describing his 
triumph over the debt as a “point 
of pride”. “But if I could,” llgunas 
continued, “I would recommend 
going to a state school,” noting that 
it can be significantly less expensive 
compared to larger well-known 
schools, which he warns against 
attending “just for the prestige”. 

To those who are approaching 
the end of their education, he 
had some advice as well— “if you 
have student debt, hit the ground 
running. Get a job and pay it off 
as soon as possible.” For those 
graduating without student debt, 
llgunas suggests travelling, saying 
that they should “take a journey, 
kind of like a gap year, and write 
about it”.

Carl had been on campus for 
about a week. Her first impressions 
of the campus were, “one of the 
things I picked up on quickly is the 
quality of the people that are here. 
The generosity of spirit, the patience 
people have, and the willingness to 
help and be a part of something is 
the thing that stands out to me,” 
said Carl. 

Carl has an extensive and 
decorated career. Before Mansfield, 
she worked in the North Coast 
Athletic Conference (NCAC) as 
the Coordinator of Research and 
Special Projects, while also being 
the Interim Director of Athletics 
at Earlham College in Indiana. 


Before Earlham, Carl served as the 
Director of Athletics at Salem State 
University from 2015 to 2018, 
where she directed a fifteen-sport 
Division III program. During her 
time there, the Vikings showed 
a steady improvement in the 
Smith Cup standings, earned the 
program’s first NCAA Postgraduate 
Scholarship, and hosted the 
MASCAC championships for men’s 
ice hockey, men’s basketball, and 
baseball. She also has experience as 
an administrator for 25 years.

- 02/16/2019 - South Africa deals 
with daily power cuts and outages 

- South African homes, offices and 
businesses have been challenged 
by designated power outages, 
designed to prevent a total collapse 
of the overstretched electricity 
grid. 

- Scheduled blackouts, or load 
shedding’, is not new in the 
country, but the latest rounds 
have been the most disruptive yet, 
sparking a public outcry. 

- The state-owned power utility, 
Eskom, one of the biggest power 
utilities in the world, struggles to 
meet demand, it has warned that 
it could run out of money by 
April, defaulting on its vast debt. 

International banks have 
described Eskom as the single 
biggest threat to South Africa’s 
economy, and saving it could 
involve the government injecting 
more money into the utility, and 
to assume responsibility for yet 
more of its debt. 


- The crisis at the utility poses a huge 
threat to the economy and to the 
political survival of President Cyril 
Ramaphosa, who faces an election 
in May. 

02/15/2019 - Humanity

- In 2019, there is a 1.5% chance for 
a severe pandemic such as the flu, 
a 0.6% chance of a nuclear war or 
a solar flare disrupting power grids, 
and a 0.001% chance of a super 
volcano erupting.

(WHO) and the World Economic 
Forum both listed climate change 
and its effects as one of their top 
risks for 2019. 

- Recent UN talks heard climate 
change was already “a matter of 
life and death” for many regions, 
while many, believe it could lead to 
the collapse of civilizations and the 
extinction of “much of the natural 
world.” 


Potential risks from novel 
technologies such as artificial 
intelligence (AI) could lead to 
increasingly sophisticated cyber¬ 
weapons that could hold an 
entire nation’s data to ransom, or 
autonomous algorithms that could 
unwittingly cause a stock-market 
crash.

- Beresheet, as it’s known, will try 
to land on the lunar surface, take 
some pictures and conduct some 
experiments. 

- SpacelL, the non-profit behind the 
project, hopes Beresheet (“In the 
beginning” in Hebrew) will prove 
an inspiration to all those who 
follow its progress. 

- Beresheet grew out of the Google 
Lunar XPRIZE, which offered 
financial incentives in 2007 to any 
non-government-funded team that 


could pull off a Moon landing. 

- “If we can measure the magnetism 
of lunar rocks, we can begin to 
understand how and when their 
magnetism arose,” said Profressor 
Oded Aharonson, of the Weizmann 
Institute, who leads Beresheet’s 
science team. 

- The robot’s onboard magnetometer 
device will acquire measurements 

- and not just in one location, 
because Beresheet will, some hours 
after landing, hop to a new spot. 

- 03/13/2019 - Over 40 individuals 
are accused of forging college 
admissions documents 

- Desperate Housewives star Felicity 
Huffman and Full House actor Lori 
Loughlin are among those charged 
in a US college cheating scam, 
according to unsealed court records. 

- The alleged scheme involved 
helping students cheat on entrance 
exams, as well as getting non- 
athletic students admitted on fake 
athletic scholarships. 

- Elite schools Yale, Stanford and 
Georgetown were among the 
destination universities, but were 
not involved with the scams, and are 
internally investigating the issues. 

- “These parents are a catalogue 
of wealth and privilege,” said US 


Attorney Andrew Lelling at 
a news conference about the 
investigation—the defendants are 
largely wealthy and also include 
CEOs of major companies. 

- Federal prosecutors in Boston 
charged William “Rick” Singer, 
58, who plead guilty to running 
the alleged scheme through his 
company Edge College & Career 
Network. 

- 03/15/2019 - 49 dead in New 
Zealand Christchurch mosque 
attacks 

- A gunman identifying himself 
as an Australian live-streamed the 
rampage at Al Noor mosque to 
Facebook, and he had espoused 
racist, anti-immigrant views. 

- Australian Prime Minister Scott 
Morrison described the man 
as an “extremist, right-wing” 
terrorist, and described the event 
as a terrorist attack and one of 
New Zealand’s “darkest days.” 

- The gunman targeted two places 
of worship during the attacks, 
which lasted around 10 minutes.

- “The young guy who usually takes 
care of the mosque...he saw an 
opportunity and pounced on [the 
gunman] and took his gun,” Syed 
Mazharuddin, a survivor, said. 

- Condolences were offered by 
political figures around the globe, 
including US President Donald 
Trump, British PM Theresa May, 
and Queen Elizabeth. 

- 03/14/2019 - Boeing 737 Max 
aircraft grounded until May at least’ 

- All Boeing 737 Max 8 and 9 
aircraft will remain grounded at least 
until May after the fatal Ethiopian 
Airlines crash on March 10, the US 
Federal Aviation Administration 
(FAA) has said. 

- Sunday’s crash, shortly after take¬ 
off from Addis Ababa, killed 137 
people from 35 nations, and it was 
the second crash involving a 737 
Max in six months. 

- Some people have pointed to 


similarities between the incidents, 
with some experts citing satellite 
data and evidence from the crash 
scene as showing links between the 
recent disaster and Octobers crash 
in Indonesia of the Lion Air jet that 
killed 189 people. 

- The FAA said on Wednesday that 
a software fix for the 737 Max that 
Boeing had been working on since 
the Lion Air crash would take 
months to complete. 

- Meanwhile, investigators in France 
have taken charge of the crashed 
Ethiopian Airlines aircraft’s black 
boxes as they attempt to uncover 
what caused the Boeing 737 Max 
disaster. 

- On March 14, Russia, Japan and 
Tunisia banned the jet from their 
airspace, and late on March 13, the 
FAA told airlines to ground their 
fleets, but was criticized for not 
doing it sooner.

Zeke Leonard is a program co¬ 
coordinator and the First Year 
Experience Assistant Professor 
at Syracuse University School of 
Design. 

An art exhibit of Leonard’s, 
titled ‘(Rust) Echoes’, was featured 
in Loomis Gallery on February 
16. It was an interactive exhibit 
where attendees were encouraged 
to u play” with the works. The works 
were a big piece of wood that you 
could hammer nails into, screws 
you could use to play metal strings, 
and tin pieces and fire extinguishers 
hanging like wind chimes and could 
be “played” like such. 

Leonard explained his ideas 
for the pieces he created, “For me, 
work comes out of work. Each 
thing I design or make gets added 
to my ‘library’ of ideas, so often my 
work ends up being cumulative. 
In this case, I had done a project 
previously with fire extinguishers as 
gongs and had been working with 


dismantled pianos for some years. 
Then a friend and I started talking 
about the New York Central Rail 
Road. So, the project emerged out 
of a conglomeration of objects and 
events. 

“My favorite medium is people. 
I love to work with people. I love to 
hear their stories and to try to see 
the world from their point of view. 
So, a lot of my work requires other 
people to be involved, or to engage 
directly with me or with the work 
in some way,” Leonard said. “As an 
example, one of the facilities folks at 
Mansfield [University] came to the 
closing reception and had worked 
on the rail road hammering spikes 
with a spike maul just like the one 
in the show. We had a wonderful 
conversation about that, and he 
shared some of his memories with 
me. That is really my medium, then. 
It is experience, shared experience.” 

Leonard has background 
knowledge of set and furniture 
design, “I came up as a set designer 
for theater and I also have a degree in 


furniture design. But really, because 
of my parents, I have been creating 
since I could hold a paintbrush. 
I have also over the years been a 
welder, a ship’s rigger, a shipwright, 
a carpenter, a musician, a whole 
bunch of things. It all ends up being 
research, you know?” he said. 

Having an artist block is a 
common problem, and Leonard 
explains how he gets through it. 
“Work through it. Just make work. 
The least productive thing you can 
do is nothing at all. If you are trying 
to write and you can’t start, just 
write words on the page. Sometimes 
I will go into my studio and just 
start shaping a piece of wood or 
gluing things together. You have to 
make work until you get past the 
block. Not much comes of staring 
at a blank page, you need words on 
it to react to.” 

“I have been making [art] since 
I was a child. What I do now is 
essentially similar to the forts I made 
out of refrigerator boxes when I was 
a kid, I just have more sophisticated 
methods and better tools. The 
impetus is the same, though: to 
change the world by changing my 
surroundings. Truly I was making 
installation sculptures when I was 
a small child. If you think about 
it, a pillow fort is an installation 
sculpture, and is fundamentally the 
same as the installation I had in the 
Loomis gallery,” he said. 

Leonard was asked what the best 
and worst parts of his job are, he 
answered, “My job is the best. The 
fact that I get to do what I do, and 
that people take an interest in it and 
want to tell me their stories and 
want to interact with what I make, 
all of that is the best. When I see 
a musician play a song on a guitar 
I build, or someone sit in a chair 
I made, or use a bowl I carved, all 
of that is the best. The best [part 
of my job] is that I use my hands, 
head, and heart and put objects 
into peoples’ lives, and that they tell 
me their stories, and that I become 
part of their stories somehow, all 
of that is the best. There really is 
no worst [part of my job]. There 
are frustrating moments, and there 
are a lot of failures, and there are 
times that things do not work in 
catastrophic ways, but these are all 
part of the process of learning and 
growing. Growth can really hurt. 
Learning can be very, very hard, 
and at times is embarrassing and 
frustrating, but that is not bad, it 


is part of the process.” As an artist, 
Leonard is passionate about all 
aspects of his job. 

Leonard gives a list of advice for 
aspiring artists: 

Rule 1: Make work. Lots of 
work. Make as much as you can, 
and when you are exhausted and 
just want to lay down for a week, 
put on a pot of coffee and make 
more work. 

Rule 2: Learn from your work. 
Making repetitively without 
contemplation is not the job. 
With every piece you make, step 
back when it is done and critique 
yourself. Be kind, but rigorous. 
What is successful? What isn’t? Why 
isn’t it? What assumptions did you 
make that you now realize were 
misplaced? Write all of your answers 
in your sketchbook. 

Rule 3: Keep a sketch book. 
Draw in [your sketchbook] daily. 
Use it to take notes, to draw through 
problems, to record your life. Never 
leave home without it. Fill your 
sketchbook frequently. 

Rule 4: Research. The world 
is the way it is for very specific 
reasons. Your car looks the way it 
does for a reason. Rain falls from the 
sky for a reason. Some countries are 
democracies, and some are not for a 
reason. If you are a creative person, 
all of this is vital information. Our 
job, whether our medium is words 
or wood or ink or clay or food or 
whatever it is, we need to be thirsty 
to know why the world is the way 
it is. And when we think we do 
know, we have to look again. Our 
job is to questions everything, to 
push and probe and question. Our 
job is to never just accept the world 
as it appears. That is the path to 
mediocracy. 

Rule 3: Be empathetic. We are 
comprised of the lives that touch us. 
The less we engage other humans, 
the less we really look and ask 
and work to meet and feel other 
humans, the more mediocre our 
work is. Do not assume anyone 
wants to experience your work. 
They don’t. Assume they want you 
to engage them and talk with them 
and reach out to understand them. 
Assume that you are not working 
hard enough to do that. That is 
the way to rich relationships, and 
rich relationships lead to strong 
work. You are tiny [and] so am I. 
Individually we matter not at all. 
We are specks wandering around 
on a little blue speck that is floating 


through the infinite vastness of 
space. You think you matter? As 
the planet Jupiter. But you know 
what? You do matter. You matter 
to every person you ever meet. The 
bum on the sidewalk, the librarian, 
your teachers, your colleagues. We 
are simultaneously very important 
and completely unimportant. The 
creative fields are the way that we 
navigate that paradox. 

Recycled items are Leonard’s 
choice of medium., “Go to a landfill. 
No, really. Go to one. That will be 
your answer. I challenge you to take 
a photo of everything you throw 
away for a week. Every coffee cup, 
every straw, every mismatched sock, 
every broken pen. Receipts, candy 
wrappers, broken shoelaces, plastic 
forks, cereal boxes. Take a photo 
of every single thing you throw 
away for a week. At the end of the 
week, look at all of those objects. 
Now multiply that by 7.53 billion. 
That’s why. We generate ‘trash’ at an 
alarming rate. Everything we put in 
a landfill says to those who come 
after us ‘I do not care about you, and 
I want your world to be worse than 
the one I inhabit.’ We are saying that 
to our children and grandchildren 
and great-grandchildren. But listen, 
it’s worse than that: When I throw 
away a potato chip bag, I am saying 
to you, yes, you Danielle Smith ‘I 
don’t care about whether the world 
you live in is as good as the one I live 
in.’ Because you will live after me. 
You are likely to see the flooding of 
New York City in your lifetime. This 
is serious business. So I use trash 
in my work to get people to think 
about this. That we are, on purpose 
and very methodically, making 
the world uninhabitable for those 
that come after us. It is malicious 
and petty and mean spirited. And 
we are doing it simply because we 
refuse to be empathetic because it 
is inconvenient to be empathetic.” 
The environment is an important 
issue according to the artist. He 
encourages everyone to try to help 
the environment. 

“Does all of this sound too 
strident? I recognize that it is. But 
in reality, it is not strident enough. 
We need to be helping each other, 
and we are ignoring each other. We 
need to be welcoming people into 
our lives to share our wealth and 
we are shutting them out. We need 
to be giving and we are taking. We 
need to be replenishing and we are 
destroying,” he said. 
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Lyons Visits Mansfield University

On Thursday, February 21, Gary 
Lyons, father of the student Mark 
Lyons, was a guest speaker at 
Mansfield University 

Gary Lyons, management of the 
Freight Division at Pennsylvania 
Grain Processing (PGP), gave a 
presentation on his company in 
Retan Room G1. With a plant based 
in Clearfield, Pa. and their parent 
company based out of Nebraska, 
PGP is a producer of ethanol 
and DDGS for most of Western 
Pennsylvania and Eastern Ohio. 

PGP does everything besides 
grow the corn they use. They utilize 


trucks to pick up the corn they buy 
and create ethanol and DDGS. The 
byproducts of the corn are shipped 
out to farms to be used as a feed 
product. PGP works closely with 
companies like Purdue and Tyson to 
provide feed for their chickens. PGP 
processes forty million bushels of 
grain every year which allows them 
to lead in production of ethanol in 
Pennsylvania. Ethanol is used in gas 
to help cars run more smooth and 
cleaner. 

Lyons focused on getting 
students to start filling their cars 
with the newer pumps at bigger 
named gas stations such as Sheetz. 
These new pumps are blue and 


contain fifteen percent ethanol 
compared to the regular ten percent. 
The extra ethanol is better for cars 
as it provides cleaner burning and 
has a higher octane level. Most cars 
made after the year 2001 can use 
this new gas to fill up. 

A small portion of the 
presentation tackled different jobs 
being offered by PGP, to benefit 
the students in attendance studying 
Environmental Sciences. 

Environmental Science student 
Theron Binford attended the event 
and remarked that the event was, 
“an insightful presentation on 
ethanol production and business.”

PASS HE Undergraduate Women's 
Leadership Institute looks for 
students to attend

Student Activities Office held 
the “Let Freedom Sing” event on 
Wednesday, February 27, at 7:30 
p.m. in North Manser Dining Hall. 
The “Let Freedom Sing” event 
featured historical film footage and 
an informative narrative, along 
with live musical performances in 
celebration of Black History Month. 

Featured in the event was music 
from Marvin Gaye, Bob Dylan, The 
Staple singers, Curtis Mayfield, and 
James Brown, who were essential 
in providing a soundtrack to the 
revolution that was the Civil Rights 
Movement. Activists during the 
Civil Rights Movement often used 
music to express their discontent 
with the racist and discriminatory 
tendencies of the government. 
Activists sang in police wagons, 
mass meetings, jail cells, and other 
places where they fought for justice. 
Music served as a way to sustain 
the movement, even in moments of 
hopelessness. “The infectious energy 
of the songs swept people up and 
empowered them to fight for their 


rights and from the Montgomery 
bus boycott to lunch counter sit-ins, 
from Birmingham to the March on 
Washington and to Selma.” 

In addition to music, there was 
historical footage highlighting 
significant actions taken by activists 
during the movement. Footage 
ranges from Rosa Parks refusing 
to move her seat, to Martin 
Luther King Jr. coordinating a 
formal Montgomery bus boycott 
and exercising his idea of civil 
disobedience. Civil disobedience 
was the concept of disobeying the 
law in a nonviolent way. Activists 
endured much hardship from 
oppressors, but civil disobedience 
transformed the movement from 
a primarily African-American 
following to one of unity with 
people of all races. Because African- 
Americans did not react to the 
abuse they faced, the movement 
gained support and publicity from 
people all over the country through 
media coverage, which was essential 
in the passing of the Civil Rights 
Act of 1964 and the Voting Rights 
Act of 1963.

Students 
that attend are required to develop 
a campus project reflecting on the 
skills they learned at the Institute 
under the direction of a mentor. 


Brooke Roys, a nutrition major 
of Mansfield University, had the 
opportunity to attend the Institute 
in the summer of 2018. Roys and 
her colleague developed a campus 
project at Mansfield focusing on 
self-love. They created a photo 
booth to promote body positivity 
and self-love among female students 
on campus, as many young adults 
struggle with self-image. When 
asked about her experience at the 
Institute, Roys responded, “This 
institute impacted me greatly 
because it taught me a lot about 
myself, the world around me, and its 
values through examples of women 
leading in the workplace, being 
environmentalists, and learning 
about political changes that impact 
women every day.”

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Editorial: New Zealand faces deadly terrorist 
attack

Fifty people were killed in mosques 
in Christchurch on Friday, 

March 15, in New Zealand by 
an Australian man charged with 
murder. 

A 28-year-old man opened fire 
at two mosques in Christchurch, 
New Zealand, on Friday, March 
15, 2019, killing fifty worshipers. 
The attack was committed by a 
man who bore white nationalism. 
It’s assumed it was the gunman 
who posted a manifesto online 
before the attack, expressing his 
nationalist views. Minutes before 
the gunman opened fire, reportedly 
emailed Prime Minister Jacinda 
Arden the racist manifesto. The 
email was also sent to dozens of 
news outlets and lawmakers. The 
73-paged manifesto was titled, 

“The Great Replacement” and told 
of his intentions. It also told of 
his support for the far right’s anti¬ 
immigrant agenda. 

The attack could add fuel to an 
already much-debated issue about 
gun control. The man used five 
guns he gained legally. Andrew 
Arulanandam, a spokesman for the 
National Rifle Association said, 

“It doesn’t matter if these senseless 
tragedies occur in the United States 
or abroad. Our deepest sympathies 
are with the victims and their 
families. This was the act of a 
monster. To the extent the NRA is 
ridiculed for extending our deepest 
sympathies to those harmed by 
this horrific event, we make no 


apologies for our thoughts, words, 
or prayers.” 

The gunman should not be the 
focus of the media. It should be the 
victims. I have chosen not to name 
the gunman because that’s what 
terrorists crave is attention. Our 
attention, instead, should be on the 
victims. 

Abdul Aziz was praying with his 
four sons when he heard gunshots. 
He didn’t run. He saw a credit card 
machine which he flung at the 
gunman. He tried to distract the 
attacker, risking his own life to save 
others. “I was prepared to give my 
life to save another life,” Aziz said. 

Gun control is not the only 
aspect of this tragedy. White 
nationalism has been on the rise 
in recent years. White nationalists’ 
groups focus on the idea that 
non-whites are inferior. Neo-Nazi 
groups, which are part of the white 
nationalist spectrum are part of 
the picture. They add hatred of 
Jews and a love of Adolf Hitler 
and Nazi Germany to their white 
supremacist beliefs. They also hate 
gays and lesbians. This right-wing 
fringe believes they are under 
attack by multicultural forces that 
undermine, according to the white 
nationalists, “their” civilization. 

Richard Peters, the gunman’s 
court-appointed lawyer, said the 
gunman is quite aware of where he 
is and what he’s doing. The attacker 
knew what he did. He planned out 
an attack to murder those who have 
different beliefs from him. 

The gunman lived streamed his 


attack on Facebook for 17 minutes. 
It’s assumed he wore a camera via 
helmet. 

President Trump condemned 
the attack, saying white nationalists 
are only a small group of people. 
According to the Southern Poverty 
Law Center, “The shootings 
come at a high tide of global anti- 
Muslim sentiment. In the U.S., 
President Donald Trump’s ‘Muslim 
Ban’ barring people from seven 
majority-Muslim countries from 
immigrating sparked fierce political 
debate. And far-right candidates 
and parties around the globe 
regularly demonize Muslims for 
political gain.” 

The killer showed his true colors 
by engraving the “14 words” on 
his rifle. Terrorist David Lane 
assassinated Alan Berg, a Jewish 
radio host, in 1984. Lane is 
infamous for saying, “We must 
secure the existence of our people 
and a future for White children.” 
Fifteen minutes into the live 
stream, the gunman said, “It’s 
time for the fuel. Let’s burn these 
f**king mosques to the ground,” 
and “There wasn’t really time to 
aim because there were so many 
targets.” 

In the manifesto, he called non¬ 
whites “invaders” who threaten 
to “replace” white people. There 
were many references to white 
nationalism throughout the 
terrorist’s manifesto, live stream, 
and his personal life, too. 

Policymakers and law 


enforcement need to recognize 
what is happening is domestic 
terrorism and realize that white 
supremacists are a clear and present 
danger to the world. 

Fifty people died in this incident 
in New Zealand alone, including 
children. While, this type of event 
might not happen in Mansfield, 
but it’s happening around the 
world, including the United States. 
For instance, the Anti-Defamation 
League (ADL) is an organization 
whose primary goal is tracking 
extremist activity. The ADL 
reported propaganda efforts from 
white supremacist groups increased 
by 182% in the U.S. in 2018. This 
is causing the number of racially 
motivated incidents to jump from 
421 the previous year to 1,187 
incidents. 

In Pennsylvania alone, there 
were 36 hate groups tracked in 
2018. It’s part of reality that hate 
groups exist, and they’re not going 
away anytime soon. 

To make a positive impact in 
such a tragedy we could donate. 
The New Zealand Islamic 
Information Centre is a nonprofit 
organization that is supporting 
Muslims and Islamic communities 
in New Zealand, and they aim to 
raise $ 1 million to help with the 
short-term needs of the families 
who lost their loved ones. If you’re 
unable to financially help, you can 
consider organizing or attending 
a vigil to express condolences and 
solidarity with New Zealand’s 
Muslim community. 


imprisonment. The only way 
he will be released is if pressure is 
applied to the Iranian government, 
which means his case must remain 
in the spotlight. During the week 
of action, honors students will 
be stationed throughout various 
locations and at various times 
on campus for students to sign a 
petition calling for his immediate 
release.

Honors Students plan week of action

The Mansfield honors class (HON 
4455) of this semester is focusing 
on human rights advocacy and 
is working with Scholars at Risk 
(SAR), an organization that 
promotes academic freedom. The 
class chose to advocate for Xiyue 
Wang. Xiyue Wang is an American 
graduate student from Princeton 
University detained in Iran since 
August of 2016. He went to Iran to 
study the Farsi (Persian) language 
and the government of the Qajar 
dynasty, which was the ruling 
government in Iran from the 18th 
century to the 20th century. He 


is a vivacious scholar, who knows 
multiple languages. In other words, 
learning is not just a job for Wang. 
It is a lifetime commitment. 

Wang had finished the majority of 
his research in Iran and was just 
trying to get home to his wife and his 
now six-year old son when Iranian 
officials jailed him on charges of 
espionage. He had followed Iran’s 
rules while he was in Iran and 
had gotten all of the approvals he 
needed to do the research prior to 
entering the country. The most 
likely motivation of his detention 
is political, not wrongdoing by 
Wang. With this in mind, it is 
important to get the attention of 


American lawmakers, because they 
have the power to press the Iranian 
government to release Wang. 

Last month, the class had a 
videoconference with Wang’s wife, 
Hua Qu, to discuss his situation. 
Wang is currently in the notorious 
Evin Prison in Tehran. He has 
developed arthritis in his knees and 
his overall health, both mental and 
physical, is deteriorating. Although 
he is able to speak with his wife 
regularly over the phone, his wife is 
gravely concerned for his well being. 
He is serving a ten-year sentence.

“Hie T2 parking lot will be seeing 
some upgrade in these next few 
years,” Frank Crofchick, Dean 
of Students, said in the press 
conference that took place this past 
Monday. 

The MU administration has 
announced that replacing the 
freshman parking lot will be a state- 
of-the-art shuttle launch pad and 
associated space research facility. 
MU’s administration has secretly 
been planning and allocating for 
this massive project to augment the 
Mathematics, Computer Science, 
and Physics departments that 
already exist on campus. 

u We realize that in order to 
attract students to the sciences at 
MU, we need to show that we have 
powerful utilities at our disposal,” 
Mansfield University stated in an 
online release. “We are in a good 
area of the country for aeronautics 
activity with lots of space to 
conduct large-scale experiments. 
The MUSH will take advantage 
of the minimal light pollution of 
central PA, and we will be able 
to add a successful space program 
to our science department by the 


end of the spring 2022 academic 
semester.” 

The T2 lot will not be replaced 
by additional parking options. 
Freshmen and others who use 
the lot will have to use commuter 
parking on the other side of 
campus. “[Parking] might be an 
inconvenience for some students, 
but a little walking will do everyone 
some good.” 

“It’s great seeing the science 
departments get such a great 
facility” Crofchick said. “But that 
shouldn’t be the focus here. More 
importantly I have managed to 
allocate hundreds of thousands of 
dollars for a 60-foot-tall marble 
statue of myself. If I calculated my 
angles right, the statue should be 
visible from all residence halls, and 
from a good chunk of campus as 
well.” 

Dr. Todd Ranney, MU voice 
professor, said, “I have been 
wanting to announce this project 
for years now. It’s a great addition 
to this university and I’m glad to 
finally get the campus in the know 
about it.” Dr. Ranney is advocating 
that tennis courts be added to the 
facilities. “All I’m saying is that our 
student (and faculty) astronauts

Students have started to protest con¬ 
struction for the Mansfield Univer¬ 
sity Space House (MUSH) on T-2. 

With the announcement of the 
MUSH being constructed, students 
have started to riot over the event.

The park¬ 
ing problem isn’t much of a concern 
if it benefits the university.” 

When questioned how students 
feel about the statue of Frank Crof¬ 
chick, there were mixed responses. 
“I mean, it could be interesting. 
He’s a great guy but I’m not sure a 
statue will be the best,” said Ngure. 

“The whole idea of it is awesome. 
I mean think about it, it’s going to 


be a 60-foot tall marble statue. I 
mean who wouldn’t want that,” said 
Helrich. 

Administration is hoping that 
students will soon start to accept 
that program as a whole and will 
stop rioting. “We need the support 


of our university and the Mansfield 
community. Without their support, 
this program won’t be successful, so 
we are hoping all will go well and 
that student’s will soon realize this 
program will better our school,” 
said Frank Crofchick.

Anytime I get a chance to 
write about typefaces and 
journalism, I jump on it. 

A typeface is a set of 
letters, numbers, and 
punctuation. A serif font 
has the little “tails,” known 
as strokes, at the end of 
each letter, number, and 
punctuation. A sans-serif font 
doesn’t have the tails at the 
end. Serif fonts are typically 
on paper, a physical medium, 
while sans-serif fonts are used 
in digital media. Using sans- 
serif fonts are less strain on 
the viewer’s eye when using 
digital media. For titles and 
headlines, san-serif fonts are 
typically used. For the body 
text, serif fonts are utilized. 

A strong and consistent 
look to communicate a 
message to an audience is 
important to its “brand.” 
Mansfield University has a 
visual identity that can be 
recognized by the campus 
body. It uses Helvetica 
Neue and Adobe Garamond 
Pro. The university uses 
the colors North Hall Red, 
Keystone Gray, and Process 


Black. With having strong 
visual identity, Mansfield 
communicates its message in 
a professional and appealing 
way. 

The Flashlight does the 
same with its brand. We 
use Adobe Garamond Pro, 
Helvetica Roman, and 
Proxima Nova (previously 
Bell Gothic Std). We have 
the colors Venetian Red, 

Dark Green (It looks black), 
and the white of the paper. 
Black is never pure black; it 
is a darker shade of a color. 
Having pure black is harsh to 
the viewer’s eye. It’s similar 
to having pure white, like on 
a computer screen. Your eyes 
become strained when staring 
at a screen all day, even if at 
the moment it didn’t seem 
to bother you until later. 

To balance this out, a dark 
shade, like green, is used 
since it’s not as harsh to the 
eye. Green can be a very dark 
color, and using that to your 
advantage helps by creating 
less eye strain. A gray shade is 
easier to look at than a dark 
black. 

As a helpful hint, think 
about what message you 


are trying to communicate 
to your audience. Using 
the right language for your 
intended audience is crucial 
for them to understand. 

For children, you will not 
necessarily use a word that 
they won’t understand. Yet, 
you should find a way to 
communicate what you want 
to tell children that is an 
age appropriate message. As 
for an adult, you don’t want 
to insult their intelligence 
by communicating your 
message too simply. Also, you 
don’t want use words that 
“sound” more intelligent as 
a way to make yourself feel 
smarter. This can undermine 
what message you want 
communicate since it can 
make you come off as 
arrogant. A message isn’t a 
tool to make a person come 
off as more intelligent, it’s 
a way to understand one 
another. 

The Flashlight follows 
the Associated Press (AP) 
standard guidelines. It’s how 
journalists communicate with 
each other and their readers. 

The inverted pyramid 
style is used in AP for 


journalism. The inverted 
pyramid is where you inform 
the reader at the beginning 
about the most newsworthy 
information (who?, what?, 
when?, where?, why?, and 
how?), then the other 
important information, and 
finally the other details that 
related to the article, but may 
easily be skipped over. The 
inverted pyramid keeps the 
reader engaged enough to 
learn the most newsworthy 
information. 

Communicating your 
intended message to the 
reader is essential for their 
understanding. Whether it’s a 
child or an adult, think about 
your audience and what 
you want to inform them 
about. Something as little as 
serif and sans-serif typefaces 
can be detrimental for the 
reader to understand. You 
want the audience to be able 
to comprehend what you’re 
informing them of with using 
an easy to read font and color 
choices.

- 03/19/2019 - Cyclone Idai causes 
devastation in Mozambique 

- President Filipe Nyusi announced 
that possibly over 1,000 have been 
killed 

- The storm made landfall near 
the port city of Beira on March 14 
with winds of up to 106 mph, but 
aid teams only reached the city on 
March 17 

- Gerald Bourke, from the UN’s 
World Food Programme, said: 
“No building is untouched. 
There is no power. There is no 
telecommunications. The streets 
are littered with fallen electricity 
lines.” 

- Most of those known to have

The ninth annual Showcase of Student Scholarship is an event held on campus on Wednesday, 

April 17, 2019 in Alumni Hall for students to display the works they have completed throughout 
the year. 

For the works to qualify, they must be original. The Showcase of Student Scholarship is a display of 
essays, investigative reports, poems, music, and artwork.

The Manstield University Department of Biology and the Department of Chemistry and 
Physics held IDEAS Day on Saturday, April 6, 2019 at Grant Science Center. 

IDEAS Day is a celebration of science where young students are encouraged to Inquire, 
Develop, Explore, and Apply Science. Organized by Dr. Gregory Carson, the associate 
professor of chemistry and physics, the event allowed children grades 1-6 to participate in 
workshops with Mansfield’s science professors. Student volunteers from the Mansfield 
University Chemistry Club and the Mansfield University Biology Club worked alongside 
their professors. 

Children in grades 1-3 participated in six workshops, accompanied by their parents. Dr. 
Elaine Farkas’, the assistant professor of physics, brought physics to the kitchen in her 
workshop on the physics of food. The children explored the magnetic fields of earth in Dr. 
Linda Kennedy s session “Where is North?” Dr. Kristen Long, an assistant professor of 
biology, held a workshop on bubbles, what they’re made of and how to make them stronger. 
A series of experiments were conducted on Peeps marshmallow snacks in Dr. Allison 
Saunders’, an assistant professor of chemistry, workshop. In Dr. Steven Stein’s, an associate 
professor of biology. Amazing Plants,” students learned all about plants and received a plant 
of dieir own to care for. Dr. Anthony Kiessling, the associate professor of chemistry, stood in 
for Dr. Robert Maris, the department chairperson of biology, who is currently away due to 
health complications, for a workshop on fossils. 

The students in grades 4-6 were able to enjoy 5 sessions on slightly more complex concepts 
in science, where parent participation was optional. Dr. Steven Hensley, an associate 






professor of biology, held a workshop about the science of blood types. Students were able to 
extract their own DNA in Dr. Jeanne Kagles, a biology professor, “DNA in 3 Easy Steps.” 
Dr. Lee Stocks’, a geoscience associate professor, workshop explored the science of rivers. 
Siamese fighting fish, or Betta fish, were put to the test in Dr. Leslie Cliffords, the honors 
program director of biology, exploration of the aggressive patterns of Bettas. The students 
were turned into junior detectives in Mr. Mark Thompsons, an instructor of chemistry and 
physics, workshop about fingerprints and how they are used to solve crime. 

A special workshop for 6 graders on LEGO Robotics was held by Dr. Gregory Carson. 
Students were able to let their imagination roam to create and program their own LEGO 
robots.

In a doubleheader at Clarion University, the Mountaineers scored a total of 33 runs in two games to 
defeat the Golden Eagles in five innings. The Mounties are now 11-9 on the season and 3-3 in the 
PSAC, putting them in a three-way tie for first place in the central division with Bloomsburg and Pitt- 
Johnstown. 

Junior graphic designer shortstop, Deshae Jones, started the action for Mansfield in game one after 
driving in a run with a hit to left field, and sister Devin Jones continued the rally with a run batted in 
(RBI) single that put them ahead early. Senior second baseman Leah McGovern, a junior accounting 
major, made it 3-0 with another RBI single, and sophomore right fielder Lacey O’Donnell, a freshman 
social work major, broke it open with a bases-loaded triple to plate three more runs. Sophomore left 
fielder Joelle Snyder, studying biology, added the last of the runs in the first inning with an RBI double 
to centerfield that put the Mounties ahead 7-0. 

Four more runs were scored in the second inning with L. McGoverns RBI and Dev. Jones scoring on a 
wild pitch, but O’Donnell scored two more runs after clearing the bases again on an RBI double, 
putting the Mounties up 11-0.

- 04109/2019 - Hong Kong 'Umbrella' protesters found guilty of public nuisance 

- Nine pro-democracy activists in Hong Kong have been found guilty of public nuisance 
charges for their role in a civil disobedience movement that called for free elections in the 
city 

- Among them are three prominent activists, the so-called 'Occupy trio" - sociology 
professor Chan Kin-man, 60, law professor Benny Tai, 54, and Baptist minister Chu Yiu- 
ming, 75 

- "No matter what happens today...we will persist on and do not give up," Tai told reporters 
ahead of the verdict 

- At the trial Judge Johnny Chan rejected the idea that this would have a substantial impact 
on society—"It cannot be reasonably argued that a charge of conspiracy to cause public 
nuisance would generate a chilling effect in society," he wrote in his ruling 

- The protests started in reaction to a decision made by China that it would allow direct 
elections in 2017, but only from a list of candidates pre-approved by Beijing 

- The protests became known as the "Umbrella Movement" after people used umbrellas to 
shield themselves from pepper spray fired by police to disperse the crowd 






- 04/11/2019 - India election 2019: Voting kicks off in world’s largest election 


- Tens of millions of Indians have voted on the first day of a general election that is being 
seen as a referendum on Prime Minister Narendra Modi. 

- Indians in 20 states and union territories cast their ballots in 91 constituencies - with 900 
million eligible voters across the country, this is the largest election ever seen. 

- Hundreds of voters began to queue up outside polling centers early Thursday morning for 
the first of seven days of voting over six weeks. Their concerns ranged from jobs and 
unemployment to India's role in the world and national security. 

- Violence also flared in several places. Two people died in separate clashes at polling stations 
in southern Andhra Pradesh state. 


- 04/11/2019 - Katie Bouman: The woman behind the first black hole image 

- A 29-year-old computer scientist has earned plaudits worldwide for helping develop the 
algorithm that created the first-ever image of a black hole. 

- The remarkable photo, showing a halo of dust and gas 500 million trillion km from Earth, 
was released on April 10. 

- Dr. Bouman was assisted by a team from her graduate school, Michigan Institute of 
Technology (MIT)'s Computer Science and Artificial Intelligence Laboratory, the Harvard- 
Smithsonian Center for Astrophysics and the MIT Haystack Observatory. 

- In the hours after the photo's momentous release. Dr. Bouman became an international 
sensation, with her name trending on Twitter. 

- “No one of us could've done it alone,” she told CNN. “It came together because of lots of 
different people from many different backgrounds.” 



- 04/12/2019 - Nipsey Hussle memorial: One person killed at procession 


- Shots were fired as the crowd walked through Los Angeles in commemoration of the 33- 
year-old artist, who was killed in LA last month, killing one and injuring three. 

- Thousands of fans came out to celebrate the life of the Gram my-nominated musician, with 
Barack Obama among the people who wrote letters in tribute. 

- The suspects fired from a gray Hyundai as the four victims paid tribute to the musician, 
according to police. 

- Jay Z, who Nipsey worked with through his Roc Nation label, attended the memorial 
service at the Staples Center along with Beyonce, Snoop Dogg, Meek Mill and Diddy to pay 
respects. 

- Police said, however, there was no indication the April 11 shooting was connected to the 
procession. 

- 04/09/2019 - Sudan protest: police order officers not to intervene 

- Sudan's police have ordered officers not to intervene against thousands of protesters who 
have demonstrated outside the army HQ in the capital, Khartoum, since April 5. 

- The protesters demand the resignation of President Omar al-Bashir. 

- Heavy gunfire was heard outside the HQ and there were reports soldiers protecting 
protesters had shot at government security agents. 

- Previous attempts to break up the crowds have led to reports of soldiers intervening to 
protect protesters from National Intelligence and Security Service (NISS) agents. 

- The country's interior minister said on Monday that seven protesters had been killed and 
15 injured, while 42 members of the security forces had been injured. He added that almost 
2,500 people had been arrested. 

- A protester told the BBC not everyone in the army supported the protest movement; the 
highest ranks tended to support the government, while lower ranks backed the protesters. 


- 04/12/2019 - Ebola outbreak 'not global emergency yet' 


- The World Health Organization says the spread of Ebola in the Democratic Republic of 
Congo (DRC) is not yet a global health emergency. 

- The Ebola outbreak is the second biggest in history - infecting 1,206 people and killing 
764 victims. 

- It shows no sign of being contained soon, and efforts by healthcare workers have been 
hampered by conflict and rebel artacks. 

- Prof. Robert Steffen, chairman of the World Health Organization (WHO)'s emergency 
committee on Ebola, said declaring an emergency would not change anything on the 
ground. 

- The World Health Organization said it had received only half the money it needed to 
tackle the disease, though it said that the risk of the virus spreading globally is very low. 

- The outbreak started in August 2018 and is still contained within two provinces in DRC - 
North Kivu and Ituri. 

- The WHO has warned a “rising number of security incidents” has been making it hard to 
monitor the spread of the virus, vaccinate people and contact anyone who has been in 
contact with an Ebola patient.
